Girls’  basketball  will  come  into  its 
own  this  week  with  the  opening  of 
the  girls’  social  unit  basketball  compe- 
tition and  the  announcement  of  the 
schedule  of  practice  hours  in  the  men’s 
gym.  All  social  units  wishing  to  en- 
ter a team  in  the  tournament  which 
will  be  held  the  week  of  January  14. 
should  see  Miss  Wilma  Jeppson,  ath- 
letic director  at  once. 

The  principle  reason  for  running  a 
series  of  games,  aside  from  the  desire 
to  determine  a winning  team,  is  to 
stimulate  interest  among  a larger 
number  of  players  in  the  girls’  social 
units  and  to  creat  an  outlet  for  the 
competitive  desire  that  exists  at  the 
university. 

Basketball  is  the  most  popular  in- 
door game  for  girls  and  when  played 
by  girls’  rules  and  under  the  proper 
conditions  is  an  activity  which  meets 
a demand  for  adventurous  action.  The 
modern  tendency  is  to  break  away 
from  the  idea  of  following  boys’  and 
men’s  athletics  and  to  have  organized 
basketball  for  girls  which  is  no  longer 
a weak  emasculated  form  of  men’s  bas- 
ketball but  is  a different  game,  just 
as  indoor  baseball  is  a different,  game 
from  league  baseball. 

The  tournament  in  January  will  be 
the  largest  ever  held  at  the  B.  Y.  U., 
the  aim  this  year  being  for  mass  par- 
ticipation of  the  freshman  girls,  in  or- 
der to  give  them  an  opportunity  to 
show  their  proficiency  in  this  sport. 
Girls  from  the  upper  classes  will  also 
have  a chance  , to  demonstrate  their 
skill  with  the  ball. 

Each  social  unit  will  enter  a chosen 
team,  allowing  for  three  or  more  sub- 
stitutes, who  will  practice  at  the  sched- 
uled hours  until  the  date  set  for  the

Tryouts  for  the  men’s  triangle  de- 
bates will  be  held  Friday,  December 
14,  at  4:30  in  the  faculty  room.  The 
question  for  consideration  is:  “Re- 

solved, that  Utah  should  adopt  a classi- 
fied property  tax;  constitutionality 
waived.”  The  tryout  speeches  will  be 
five  minutes  long  and  each  entrant 
should  be  prepared  to  give  a few 
minutes  rebuttle,  or  questioning  by 
the  debating  council.  This  is  to  be 
decided  by  the  judges  of  the  tryouts.

Angeles,  some  time  in  the  fore  part 
of  February. 

The  day  is  fast  arriving  when  girls 
will  also  show  their  power  in  the  field 
of  debating,  as  they  have  already 
demonstrated  their  ability  in  other 
fields  of  activity.  The  tryouts  for  the 
girls  will  be  held  Wednesday,  Decem- 
ber 19,  The  question  for  consideration 
is  "Resolved,  that  a substitute  for 
trial  by  jury  should  be  adopted."  The 
same  rules  apply  as  stated  above  in 
the  men’s  debates. 

Two  teams  will  be  chosen,  one  to 
meet  the  University  of  Utah  at  Salt 
Lake  City  and  the  U.  of  U.  at  Provo 
taking  place  on  January  13.  Each 
teaiB  will  be  composed  of  three  girls. 

The  unknown  talent  of  the  univer- 
sity is  coming  to  the  top,  and  pros- 
pects look  brighter  for  the  B.  Y.  U 
to  win  the  debating  championship 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  our 
school.

WILL  DRRRANT  ON 
FINE  A»0GRAM 

Will  Durrant,  modern  writer  and 
philosopher,  and  author  of  the  "Story 
of  Philosophy,”  will  lecture  in  Col- 
lege hall,  December  19,  on  the  sub- 
ject “Is  Progress  Real?”  This  event 
which  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
College  Arts  Course,  will  present  tc 
the  students  of  the  university  one  of 
the  foremost  thinkers  of  the  nation. 

The  life  of  Will  Durrant  as  told  in 
his  book  “Transition"  has  been  one  of 
struggle  against  long  established 
lines  of  thought  and  belief.  Raised  in 
a Catholic  family  he  was  educated  for 
the  ministry  and  spent  his  early  dayr 
preparing  to  be  a priest. 

After  some  time  had  been  given 
toward  this  purpose,  he  discovered 
that  he  could  not  live  such  a life  witn 
sincerity,  and  he  gave  up  the  attempt. 
For  a time  he  taught  school  to  which 
children  of  other  free  thinkers  were 
sent  to  be  taught  without  coercion  or 
hindrance  to  their  own  ideas.  Later 
he  married  one  of  his  pupils. 

The  “Story  of  Philosophy"  is  the 
first  of  its  type  of  book  to  become 
“best  seller,"  and  has  been  translated 
into  several  foreign  languages  and  in- 
troduced to  European  countries. 
Through  this  and  his  work  at  Colum- 
bia University,  Mr.  Durrant  has 
achieved  international  recognition.
